I herewith  tranfmit  a printec 
copy  of  an  atSl  “ to  interdift  the  com 
mercial  intercourfe  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  Great  Britain  and 
France,  and  their  dependencies  and 
for  other  purpol’es.” 

The  proviflons  of  the  flrfl  and  fe- 
cond feOion,  extend  to  public  fliips 
.ind  veffels  of  France,  the  regulations 
already  in  force  in  relation  to  public 
veffels  of  G.  Britain. 

The  till),  131I1,  14th,  15th  and 
lAth  feCVions  take  effetl  after  the

Extract  of  a letter  from  John  Pope,  esq.  to  his 
friend  in  Lexington. 

**  JVa*hingtoH  Ctt/y  March  \7th,  1809. 

You  complain  of  the  irregularity  of  the 
mail.  1 have  received  a number  of  letters  from 
Kentucky  on  that  subject,  during  the  last  se  s- 
sion of  Congress.  The  causes  of  complaint 
were  commumeuted  to  the  Post-master  Gene- 
ral, \vith  an  earnest  request  that  he  would  take 
immediate  steps  to  remove  tliem  ; he  evinced 
every  disposition  to  do  so,  and  proposed  to  em- 
ploy any  person  llie  Kentucky  representation 
would  recommend,  to  carry  the  mail  on  the 
rout  from  Chilicollie  to  Frankfort.  1 did,  with 
others,  wait  on  Mr.  Granger,  named  to  him 
James  Johnson,  Esq.  of  Scott  county,  who  wc 
had  reason  to  believe  would  undertake  the  bu- 
siness, and  pledged  ourselves  for  his  faithful 
performance  of  his  contract.  We  were  induced 
to  do  this  both  by  a sense  of  duty  to  our  consti- 
tuents, and  a solicitude  to  receive  our  letters 
and  pajKTs  regularly  from  Kentucky;  fori  as- 
sure you  that  1 feel  as  much  chagrin  at  the  fail- 
ure of  ’ a mail  from  the  western  counti*)*  as  you 
cun  at  its  failure  from  tliis  city.  From  the  date 
of  your  last  letter,  1 presume  the  eviU  com- 
plained of  no  lunger  exist.  I hope  wc  shall 
have  things  better  ordered. 

1 shall  set  out  in  a few  days  for  the  eastern 
states.  I will  endeavour  to  procure  some  cf 
the  Merino  sheep,  and  have  llitin  sent  to  Ken 
tucky.’* 

Although  letters  have  been  received  from 
the  city  of  Walhtngton  to  the  »7th  ult. 
yet  our  papers  arc  no  later  than  the  loth. 

The  Baltimore  Evening  Post,  in  relating  the
